It has done so in central] Tunisia 
Allied tanks, guns, planes and infantry 
have been moved into that area in far 
greater strength than before Rommel 
launched his blow. The threat to his flank 
is correspondingly greater. If the Allied 
forces can sweep through the passes their 
momentum is liable to carry them clear 
across the coastal zone and cut off the line 
of retreat to the north. 

With the Sth army attacking his front, 
this new threat that he has brought on 
himself could spell disaster for Rommel’s 
army. It may have set the stage for the 
last stand of the Afrika Korps.

Getting to Business 


The budget is to be presented at Ot- 
tawa on Tuesday.
